Number of Factories, The number of factories 2,724, the highest on 
record, was 329 greater than 1945-46, Increases are veflected throughout 
the various classes.of industry but particularly in the smallen 
establishments; the principal being Motor and General Engineering, 
Bakeries, Sheet Metal Works, Tailoring and Dressmaking, Joinery. 


Employees, The average number of persons employed over the whole year 

was 70,937 which is 7,749 more than in the »revious year 1945-46 but 

is still below the war-time peak of 72,751 in 1942-43. The male 
employees, however, numbering 56,907 easily surpassed all previous totals, 
Although female employees (14,030) showed an inerease of 365 on the 
previous year, the number was very much below 1942-43 when 19,958 were 
employed. Increased employment was general throughout the various clas:es 
but was most marked in Industrial Metals, Machines and Machinery of whitch 
Motor Body Building contributed the largest increase viz 1,600. 


Salaries & Wages, The total amount paid in salaries and wages reached 
the record figure of £20,615,000 an increase of £3,845,000 on the 
previous year. Greater numoer of Ex,Ltoyees ana hi.her wa,es vuth-’ were 
Pectors, Male employees received £18,2688,000 and remales £2,525, 0UU, 
Materials and Fuel. The cost of materials totalled £52,1h4,200 (Record) 
an increase of £14,374,000 on 1945-45 whilst Fuel &c. was $3,521,000 
against £2,851,000 for the previous year. Higher costs and greater 
quantities of materials used contributed to these increases. The main 
classes affected being Industrial Metals &c., Food, Drink, etc. and 
Woolscouring and Fellmongery. 


Output Value, The grossa value of output £86,700,000 was easily the 
highest ever recorded and was £20,477,000 greater than 1945-46. 
Industries with biggest increases were Motor Bodies, Blast Furnace, 
Smelting, Electrical Equipment, Metal Pines and Tubes, Woolscour tng 
and Fellmongering, Cotton Goods, Food and Drink Industries. Higher 
values and greater quantities of goods manufactured mainly accounted 
for this big increase. 


Production Value, The value of production i.e. the value added in 
process of manufacture was also a record, The total £30,932,000 
showsd an increase of £5,330,000 over 1945-46 and exceeded the previaqua 
record year 1943-h4 by £2,521, 000, 


Premises and Plant. There were only minor changes in the total valuge 
of Land and Buildings and Plant and Machinery for 1946-47 in comparison 
with 1945-46, Land and Buildings were £18,581,000 and Plant and 
Machinery £18,687,000. Munition Works which ceased wartime operations 
are now being operated by private factortes.
